Something more than 2,000 years ago, 


according to the New York Tost, a 
star appeared In the sky -which Sad 
Lever been seer^ before. To the mighty 
brain of Hipparchus this event sug- 
gested the necessity for a catalogue ol 
all tbe fixed stars, and he set himself 
to -work at that prodigious task. He 
made a catalogue of 1,080 stars, en 
tirely, of course, from naked eye ob 
servatSon, and while engaged on th 
work made his great discovery of the 
precession of the equinoxes. 


There is no record of where this star 


was located nor Is the location of the 
next temporary star, A. DC 125, to be 
found. la the year 389 a star of the 
first magnitude appeared in the con- 
stellation Acruila. It shone with sur- 
passing brilliancy, but in three -weeks 
disappeared and was never seen again. 


In the ninth century a new star ap- 


peared In Scorpio outshining Antares 
and i-emalnlng for a considerable time. 
In 945 and again in 126-i a new star 
appeared In Cassiopeia, but It wsis not 
until 1572 that we have tlie complete 
history of a temporary star. 


This star had a brilliancy equal to 


Vemis at her best aud was seen even 
at noonday. It shone brilliantly for 
several weeks, then began to diminish 
and in a few months was of the second 
magnitude. It continued to diminish 
until it was of the sixth magnitude 
and then disappeared, having remained 
in sight more than 16 months. 


In 1604 a new star appeared In Opliu- 


chus wliicy -was observed by Kepler 
ami others. It exceeded in brightness 
any of tbe fixed stars, even outshining 
Jupiter, which chanced to be near. It 
remained iu the sky more thau a year,

PROTECT THE CHILDREN. 


Common diflCfcooa AtfeetloBB Ofte* 


Lead to I«tc* Seriova Dl«e**ei. 
The great lesson that doctors have 


learned in recent years, according to 
Dr. James J. Walsh, the medical ex- 
pert ot the New Sork Journal, is that 
the foundation of many serious dis- 
eases of adult life Is laid in childhood. 
The early years are eminently suscepti- 
ble to disease. The growing child is 
expending all its energies for develop- 
ment and has very little surplus vital- 
ity to enable it to resist the invasion 
of disease. As a consequence, certain 
contagious diseases are so common 
among cbddren that they have eoine to 
be spoken of as "the ordinary diseases 
of childhood.'' 


The term is a. bad one, for it seems 


to presuppose that it is almost im- 
possible to keep children from having 
these diseases. This Idea is. eminently- 
false. The only reason for thinking 
that these diseases are unavoidable IB 
that so far proper precautions have 
not been taken to prevent their spread. 
Xow that we realize, first, the im- 
portance of these diseases, and, sec- 
ond, 
the possibility of limiting their 


lavages, every one should co-operate 
w ith the efforts of the boards of health, 
school physicians and sanitarians gen- 
erally In the enforcement of regula- 
tions that prevent them from becom- 
ing epidemic. 


Familiar examples of contagious dis- 


eases, that are by no means so harm- 
less as they are apparently considered 
to be, are measles and whooping cough. 
There Is a distinct mortality from these 
diseases. In every epidemic some of 
those attacked die. 


Even more serious than this, how- 


ever, is the fact that both these dis- 
eases predispose to consumption later 
in life. One distinguished French phy- 
sician, of large experience says that 
an attack of measles predisposes more 
surely to consumption than family 
tendency or even exposure to the con- 
tagion of tuberculosis by living with 
those suffering from the disease. 


Scarlet fever is the most frequent 


source of fatal kidney disease in later 
life. O£ late years the public has be- 
come more and more familiar with the 
ravages of Bright's disease. Practical- 
ly always the beginning of the process 
dates from, early life. Usually the ex- 
citing cause was scarlet fever, though 
almost any of the contagious diseases 
may damage the kidneys. Even so 
mild an Infectious fever as mumps may 
cause nephritis. "Whether such a ne- 
phritis ever gets entirely well is doubt- 
ful. 


Rheumatism Is another extremely Im- 


portant disease lu children. It occurs 
much ofteuer than is thought. All the 
so called growing pains are of rheu- 
matic origin. 


The thing to be feared In rheuma- 


tism Is Involvement of the heart. This 
occurs much more frequently In chil- 
dren than In grown people. In over 80 
per cent of rheumatism in children un- 
der 10 years of age the heart becomes 
nftected. This is the great source of 
heart disease In adult life. 


It is during the unsettled spring 


weather that all these contagious dis- 
eases, with their special liability to at- 
tack children, are most frequent. Lit- 
tle can be done for these diseases once 
they have got hold. Much can be done, 
tiowever, to prevent their spread. 
Schools are a great source of contagion. 
Many occasions of spreading these dis- 
eases would be avoided If parents were 
more ready to keep their children home 
from school as soon as even slight Ill- 
ness developed. This would be the 
very best way, besides, to assure such 
diseases running a mild course. 


The other point In the management 


of children Is the prolongation of their 
care as convalescents from any illness 
until they are fully restored 1o their old 
condition of health. This Is Important 
after rheumatism and scarlet fever, cs- ( 
poclally If there has been complicating j 
heart or kidney trouble. 
Jhirlng the j 


anaemic condition that eo often follows 
the infectious fevers children should j 
always be kept from school In order to I 
havo the benefit of tho light and air of ' 
the middle of the day. Light Is a« Im- { 
portant for children as for young 
plants. They must not bo allowed to 
spend much time In dark rooms. Cr.ro 
during childhood days will assure a 
vigorous middle age. The child Is fa- 
ther to tuu man in nothing more than 
In the health tho adult It to enjoy.

sition. The. same request was made of 
the other Pan-American countries. 


As a result *f this request from the 


Exposition more than 30 states have 
honorary members of the Women's 
Board, and several Pan-American coun- 
tries are also represented. The work 
of the honorary members supplements 
that of the local Board, which has been 
divided into committees and Is now do- 
ins effective wort for the Exposition, 


distinctive point in the plan of the 


imposition is that the various Indus- 


es conducted by women are to be 
presented by exhibits to tne different 
ildinja where they may properly be 
need, so that the achievements of 
omen will be shown side by side with- 
ose of men. This is the first Exposi- 


ioa in this country -where such a plan 
as been followed and second, it Is 
aid, in the world. The same arrange- 
"enf was followed most successfully 
t the Paris Exposition. 
It is In co-operation with the various 
ivislons of the Exposition, and with 
ie committees of the .Men's Board of 
Mrectors that the Board of Women 
laaagers of the Pan-American Exposi- 
on Is^to a large extent, to work.

nil Ceremonies. Fine Arts. Education, 
Clubs and Organizations, Publicity and 
Promotion and Applied Arts. The ma- 
ority of the members of each commit- 
tee belong to the Board of Women 
Managers, bat In a .few Instances ap- 
pointments have been made outside, 
inking In those especially adapted to 
carrying1 out the work of the Women's 
Board. To the committee on Enter- 
tainments and Ceremonies falls the 
pleasant task of looking after the so- 
cial affairs of the Women's Board 
previous to and during the Pan-Ameri- 
can Exposition, arranging entertain- 
ments of various kinds for the hon- 
orary members of the Board who visit 
Buffalo, and also entertaining many 
prominent women who arc to be in 
the city during the Exposition months. 
A large number of conventions of wo- 
men are to be held in Buffalo during 
the Exposition, but the Women's Board 
will not in any way be connected with 
the conventions, although the commit- 
tee on Entertainments and Ceremonies 
will doubtless entertain many of the 
officers and other distinguished mem- 
bers of the various organizations meet- 
ing in the city Pan-American year. 
The women of Buffalo have in several 
Instances extended invitations to lead- 
Ing women's organizations to hold 
their conventions in Buffalo during tUe 
Exposition, and. with the des««e to 
offer every courtesy possible, the com- 
mittee on Entertainments and Cere- 
monies will doubtless do a. great deal 
to make it pleasant for the visiting 
women during their stay in Buffalo. 


The committee on Fine Arts of the 


Women's Board, in co-operation with 
a similar committee from the Mea's 
Board of Directors, will assist the Di- 
rector of Fine Arts lu arranging for a 
representative exhibit at Buffalo of th» 
work of American artists. 


The committee on Education will ar- 


range for a series of educational exhib- 
its, and possibly educational congresses 
will be held in Buffalo during the Ex- 
position. This committee Is working in 
co-operation with the Superintendent 
of Liberal Arts and Education.

Mr. Latvrencc was given carte 
blanche, and in 2% months the great 
camera was completed. 
It ivas de- 


signed and built in Chicago, and it is 
finished throughout in natnrnl cherry. 
The bed is composed oC four 2 by 0 
in-jh cherry bourns aud is about 20 feet 
long when fully extended. The TjclloT 
is made with an outside covering of 
ho-.ivy rubber, each fold boiug stiffened 
by a piece of whitevcood a quarter of 
an inch thick. It was then lined in- 
side with heavy black canvas and an 
additional lining of thick black opaque 
material. In the construction of this 
bellows over 40 gallons of cement, two 
bolts of M ide rubber cloth aud 500 feet 
of quarter inch whitcwood were used. 


The weight of the camera is 900 


pounds, and the plate bolder when 
loaded weighs 500 pounds;, making the 
total weight 1,400 pounds. 


Tho Zciss lenses for this camera are 


the largest photographic lenses ever 
made, one being a wide angle lens with 
au equivalent focus ot" o1^ feet and the 
other being a telescopic rectilinear lens 
of 10 feet equivalent focus, the latter 
being the one used in taking the photo- 
graph of the Alton limited.

"Under the new system there Trill be 


no more ''hellos'1 with central office op- 
erators, but subscribers will he equip- 
ped vrith miniature switchboards auc 
plugs. The lines will be nnmbcrcil, ;uu" 
each subscriber may call any cno ho 
pleases without connection with "cen- 
tral." 
When, however, long distance 


connection is desired, it \\ ill still br> 
necessary to call a central office as at 
present. 


Every subscriber is supplied with an 


instrument consisting of a battery, 
transmitter, receiver, call bell and a 
movable 
tl>al with decimal figures. 


Tliis dial revolves around a central 
pivot and may be brought opposite any 
ligure desiunl. 
A Toothed wheel is 


worked by this dial and connects with 
the battery, breaking the circuit of a 
number equal to tho figure indicated by 
each movement. 


Tlie central office commutator is actu- 


ated by each emission of current thus 
produced in 1hc lino. An electro rnag- 
nt t at each emission causes a, vertical 
rod to ascend one notch. 


This rod has three horizontal pins, 


which can be brought in contact with 
the extremities of ail the. wires, which 
are arranged-circularly.'one alongside 
.the, oilier iu superposed rows at the 
bottom oC the apparatus.

thoifcwoOMc Vires are used separately.' 


After the subscriber has marked tho 


number of the person lie wants he 
pushes the call bell button and nnhooU.s 
the telephone receiver. 
If there is a 


humming sound, he knows that the line 
is already in use.

bring the pins of the commutator rod 
Into contact with all the lines, of which 
the extremities end at the bottom of 
the apparatus, this will suffice for 
about 100 subscribers.

"While as a matter of course." says 


General Catliu, "the collisions betwf-en 
our forces and the retreating and dis- 
appearing bands of guerrilla ia—jr- 
reufos continue to be quite frequent, it 
also is true that they were never so re- 
lentlessly and ceaselessly pursued us 
during the past two mouths. 
Every 


volunteer regiment has seemed desir- 
ous of. placing to Us credit additional 
honor and fame before returning' to 
the iitates, and it has lost no oppor- 
tunity to give glorious account of itself 
whenever .possible, and hence the ene- 
my has liieralfy had no rest. And notf, 
with the positive knowledge that thft. 
American people have at last provided 
an army sufficiently large to Confront 
any exigency at home or abroad and 
that it means unconditional surrender 
or death to every armed foe iu the 
Philippine Islands, I do not think it 
possible that even any organized guer- 
rilla warfare will be carried on after 
tho expiration of another 12 months. 
At any rate, it will be so insignificant 
that the work of establishing a stable 
government and introducing American 
schools and American courts of jus- 
tice and giving self government to the 
extent tiia't may be found practicable 
will not be seriously Impeded. 


Influence ol Federal Party. 


"The organization aud growth of the 


Federal party will be a potent factor 
in the effort to establish local and gen- 
eral government for the islands. A 
native comes down from Marinduque 
aud reports that the people of the 
whole island are favorably considering 
the propositions of the. Federal party, 
and in a day or two after he is follow- j "il"S'"- ""'> 
eel by Colonel Corliss of the Second i WJ310U ir tore- 
Lnfantry, who corroborates him sub- 
stantially in every respect. 
And so 


it goes from island to island and from 
province to province. 
The most re- 


markable feature of this Federal move- 
ment Is the judgment aud discretion of 
the average native in being willing to 
eliminate the question of religion." 


General Catlin in closing his com- 


munication says he has talked with at 
Ic-ast a hundred army officers ou duty 
in the islands mid in scarcely an in- 
stance has he heard any sentiment of 
dissatisfaction expressed with the SLTV • 
ice ov the treatment of the array m tlir 
Philippines.
